However Johnson — who has an en- 
viable record for getting favorable 
legislation through — writes he will 
support 244 and help Ryker get 
hearings thereon ; further, he will be 
pleased to appear before the Com- 
mittee on Education and make an 
argument in behalf of the measure. 

Now is the time to write some, or 
all, of your Congressmen in support 
of the measure. The more letters 
sent in the more certain H. R. 244 is 
to pass. That all may understand 
how valuable to our welfare it is, 
the bill is reproduced herewith. 
Special attention should be paid to 
the section touching the supression 
of Impostors. With the power of 
the Federal government behind us, 
the fake deaf-mute will soon be ex- 
tinct.

TIVES. 
April a, 1917. 
Mr. Ryker introducted the following UU ; 
which was referred to the Committee 
on Education and ordered to be 
printed. 

A BILL 
To create a Bureau for the Deaf and Dumb 
in the Department of Labor, and pre- 
scribing the duties thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Htm 
Representatives of the United States of 
America', in Congress assembled, That 
there shall be created a Bureau for the 
Deaf and Dumb in the Department of 
Labor. 

Sac. a. That said bureau shall be in 
charge of a competent person who shall 
have had experience in the education of the 
deaf, or who has acquired knowledge of 
the deaf and dumb through association 
with them in the world, and who ktiowH 
their requirements. The person appoi 
shall be one who knows and can use and 
understand the sign language and manual 
alphabet used by the deaf and dumb i 
Provided, That in making said appoint- 
ment no distinction shall be made as 
regards sex. The person appointed shall 
be designated as Chitf of said Bureau for 
the Deaf and Dumb. 

SEC. 3. That it shall be the duty of the 
Chief of said bureau to study the industrial, 
social, and educational condition of the 
deaf and dumb throughout the United 
States. The chief of said bureau shall 
keep a census of such persons, gather sta- 
tistics, facts, and information that may l>e 
useful and helpful to promote the interests 
of said people in life and to lessen the 
hardships incident to their misfortune. 

Sec 4. That the chief of said bureau 
shall make a thorough and painstaking 
inquiry and study of the trades and indus. 
tries and occupations that are moat suitable 
for the deaf and dumb to engage in, and 
shall use his best efforts to promote their 
advancement in such occupations, and pro 
tect them in their rights to employment 
when unjustly discriminated against on 
account of their deafness. 

Sac. 5. That the chief of said bureau 
shall gather statistics as to the earning 
capacity of the deaf ; iiifoimntiou mid facts 
as to whether the deaf are more Habit- to 
injury when working U the shops 01 
tsries than hearing persons ; obtain statis- 



tics as to the value of property owned by 
the deaf and dumb in the United .States ; 
study the trades taught in the schools for 
the deaf in the United States ; and shall 
cooperate to the fullest extent possible 
with the superintendents of said schools 
for the purpose of comparison and study, 
with a view to promoting efficiency and 
the teaching of such trades or vocations, so 
far as practicable, as his investigations 
may prove desirable. The chief of said 
bureau shall study rural or farm life of the 
deaf, to determine the suitability or practi- 
cability of such vocation, as compared 
with occupations in cities. 

Sac. 6. That the chief of such bureau 
shall study thoroughly and Impartially the 
methods in use in the education of the 
deaf and dumb, and lo that end shall co- 
operate, so far as possible, with the various 
schools for the deaf. The chief of said 
bureau shall cooperate with the adult deaf 
in the world and gather information and 
facts based on results as shown in the lives 
of the adult deaf who have attended school; 
and the object and purpose of such in 
vestigatiou and study shall be to promote 
the general education of the deaf and 
dumb. The chief of said bureau shall 
obtain and keep on file books, papers, 
magazines, pamphlets, and all publications 
available relative to the deaf and dumb. 
The chief of said bureau shall endeavor to 
enlighten the general public, by means of 
reports and bulletins, on any mistaken 
ideas relative to them or their education, 
and shall endeavor to correct misinforma- 
tion or misstatements about them that may 
be brought lo attention of said bureau. 
The chief of said bureau shall do every- 
thing possible to enlighten the general 
public and shall warn the public against 
unscrupulous people who impose upon the 
public as deaf for the purpose of obtaining 
charity. 

SMC, 7. That the chief of said bureau 
shall study the cause of deafness with a 
view to determine if any proper measure 
be taken for its prevention by diffus- 
ing knowledge of its nature and cause 
ug the people, and shall cooperate, as 
far as may be possible, with the parents of 
deaf children in any measure for thejgood 
of such children. 

Skc. 8. That the chief of said bureau, 

or agent thereof, shall travel from time to 

cities and places in the United Stales as 

may be necessary in making investigations 

altering statistics. 

Said bin eau shall issue bulletins and re- 
ports from time to time giving Information 
covering any phase of its work. Copies of 
such bulletins shall be furnished schools 
for the deaf, associations of the deaf, 
educators, employers, parents of deaf 
children, and all persons who may apply 
for same. 

SBC 9. That, so far as possible, said 
bureau shall gather statistics of the sdl 
tioual, industrial, and social conditions of 
the deaf in foreign countries. 

Site. 10. That for such services tin- 
chief of said bureau shall receive the sum 
of $ 3,000 a year and necessary traveling 
expenses in the discharge of duties of such 
bureau 

.;. if, That all subordinate employ- 
es that may be appointed to this bureau 
from time to time shall be, so far as practi- 
1 able, deaf people. 

Site. n. That this Act shall take e 
and l>e in force on and after its passage 
and approval.

Michigan and Wisconsin make 
the third and fourth states to place 
anti-Impostor laws on their statutes 
this year. 

Chief James M. Stewart had his 

namesake, Senator Hugh A. Stew- 
art, of Flint, introduce a duplicate 
of the Washington law in the Mich- 
igan legislators February 18, it 
was signed by the governor late in 
April, and appears as Act No. 135 
of the Public Acts of 1917. 

Chief Stewart plans to print 10,- 
000 copies for distribution, calling 
the attention of the police to the 
penalty for Impostoristn — a fine of 
not over $100, or a jail term of not 
over 60 days, or both. This is a 
wise move. The Michigan Associa- 
tion will foot the bill. 

Lars M. Larson informs head- 
quarters his anti-Iin]K)stor measure 
has been placed on the laws of Wis- 
consin. It is modeled on the ideal 
Washington law, and provides a fine 
of $i<* 1 01 ')<> days, or both. 

Four laws in 1917, as against seven 
in 1015, is not a very good record, 
hut at least a dozen states have offi- 
cial assurance that present statutes 
are sufficient to cover the point of 
assumed physical misfortune. As 
an even 15 states have enacted our 
laws the N. A. i>. campaign — 
which seemed utterly hopeless at 
first — is assuming the appearance of j 



complete success. This is due to the 
tireless zeal of the State Chiefs, who 
have surmounted numerous obsta- 
cles and deserve the fullest poesible 
credit. 

Regarding the deaf desiring en- 
rollment in Roosevelt's silent regi- 
ment, we have two volunteers from 
Canada; 15 from Oregon; 31 from 
Washington; 37 from Michigan; and 
29 from Alabama; a total of 114 
from four states. At this late we 
should have fully 1500 applicants 
when all returns are in. 

The National Association of the 
Deaf is backing the government in 
its time of need, It is always back- 
ing you to the best of its ability. 
There are only about $500 in its 
treasury. The more money it has 
the more good it can do. Dollar en- 
rollment fees and contributions of 
any amount should be sent to the 
treasurer, Prof. Harley Drake, Gal- 
laudet College, Washington, D. C.

Report of the Legislative Com- 
mittee: 

The Legislative committee of the 
California Association of the Deaf 
introduced no bills during the past 
Session of the Legislature. While 
the attitude of the committee was 
never aggressive, it has been ever 
watchful for hostile legislation re- 
garding the deaf. While the com 
inittee would have liked to have 
soon a bureau of the deaf establish- 
ed in this State as In the State of 
Minnesota, and would have liked to 
secure for the deaf a more favor- 
able interpretation of the Employ- 
er's Liability Law, it was ascertain- 
ed that as matters stood such hopes 
were impossible for the present. 
Mr, Williams of the Committee aid- 
ed by Mr. Milligan made a thorough 
investigation of the situation, and 
concluded that nothing could be 
done for the present. They inter- 
viewed various State officials without 
finding any solution to the matter 

Aided by Mr. J. GabrlellL of Sacra- 

niiMito, and by the Hon. H. Hawson 
Of the Legislature, your Committee 
kept a close lookout for hostile leg- 
islation pertaining to the deal 
Ihippily no occasion arose to call 
for any activity on our part. As to 
the bills Introduced in the State Leg- 
islature regarding the separation of 
the deaf aud the blind at the State 
school and providing ftir new sites 
and buildings, your committee pur 
suant to the expressed wish of your- 
selves, maintained a atriotly neu- 
tral attitude. The following!

While I 
have tl.e exact figures at hand, the 
Committee handled about two hun- 
dred and forty eases ol membership, 
sufficient to maintain the lead of the 
State Of California in Natl member- 
ships aud t0 give to our State 
cialion, one of the largest member- 
ships among State Associations 
iu the country. The expenses 

of the committee wore J 

or an overhead of about twenty 
live pel cent. A large part of these 
expenses were incurred in printing 
and mailing circulars, etc., for the 
Cad and iho Nad, it being found 
thai a saving could be made thereby 
to both Associations With a cone 
spending increase iu interest and 
memberships.

Yes, the deaf have held affairs 
there, but not for the past twenty 
years. 

On entering the door of the hall, 
the first person we encountered was 
our friend Mr. James 15 Gass, doing 
duty in the box office. If you had 
no ticket, you had to buy from 
him before going in. 

The entrance to the hall proper 
was guarded by the" Custodian of 
the League, Mr. Benjamin Klkin. 
To enter you had to present a tic- 
ket, seel 

On arriving at the hall, early as 
it was, we found that about one 
hundred and fifty had beat OS to it. 

They continued to come. Yes, 
from 8 to nearly 11 o'clock. 

One never having teen the hall 
before, was awe struck by its site, 
its brilliance by its many lights and 
fine decorations. 

The American (lag predominated 
every where in lt| decoration. Be 
sides its large area of dancing space, 
it has also boxes overhead mound 
the hall, which can seal about two 
hundred, and these were soon filled 

To give the readers an idea of its 
largeness, at one time I was present 
in this very hall when there were 
over three thousand in attendance 

Were I to attempt to give the 
names of all those present, perhaps 
two columns would not radios, so it 
impossible, when brevity is the rule 
on account of lack ol spans 

And if I tried to give a description 
of the flue dresses of the ladies, 
(some perhaps made especially for 
the occasion) I would (ail badly;

Hartford is an excellent place for

We were all greatly relieved to 
read in the Hartfotd daily papers 
last week that the Governor had 
granted another stay of execution 
in the case of the two condemned 
deaf men, Joseph Oastolli and Fran- 
cisco Veteii, now in I he State PlIsOO 
near this city. Last October they 
were condemned to be hanged for 

the murder of Veterl'a wife In New 

Haven a year ago. I'.oth men be- 
long in New York. The Court first 
set the date for theit execution on 
March 16, 1917. In February the 
Governor granted a repiieve, and 

set the date for Iheii execution on 
July ti, 1917. Their lawyers have 
made an appeal to the Supreme 
Court for a retrial, and now, , or the 
second time, the Governor has 
granted a repiieve that the couit 
may have ample time to consider 
this appeal lot a new t rial, and post - 
poned the date of Ihe execution to 

Friday, October 6tb, 1917. Let us 

hope Ihat this impending death 
penally may ultimately bo changed 
into life Imprisonment. That seems 
to be the only hope, as both these 
wretched and unhappy men confess 
the crime. Aside from the legal 
appeal tO tht governor, letters of 
personal appeal have been written 

to the governor in this matter by a 
prominent deaf teacher of Hartford
